Debt Vote Delayed 

House Republican leaders abruptly delayed a vote 

on a bill extending the government's debt limit and cut- 
ting federalspending. House Speaker John Boehner’s 
spokesman, Michael Steel, said it was “a sensible as- 
sumption" that Boehner was still trying to round up the 
needed votes. At press time. Steel said the vote would 
still happen Thursday night. The House was nearing the 
end of its debate on the legislation when Republicans 
suddenly shifted gears. GOP leaders have been laboring 
to line up the 216 votes the debt bill would need to 
pass the House, and they have encountered 
opposition from some conservatives, (ap) 


Any solution to debt 
crisis could still slow 
U.S. recovery efforts 

Washington 

No matter how the debt crisis ends, 
the economy will probably take a 
hit. The question is how big. 

Failing to raise the federal bor- 
rowing limit would force the gov- 
ernment to slash spending imme- 
diately and possibly cause a default, 
frightening financial markets and 
sending interest rates up. 

If Washington reaches a deal 
and does raise the limit, it will 
probably include long-term spend- 
ing cuts. The cuts would withdraw 
government stimulus at a time of 
weak economic growth and dam- 
age the already feeble recovery, at 
least in the short term. 

“Pick your poison,” says Ben 
Herzon, senior economist at Mac- 
roeconomic Advisers, an econom- 
ic forecasting firm. 

Macroeconomic Advisers stud- 
ied the impact of the $2.2 trillion 
in spending cuts proposed by Sen- 
ate Majority Leader Harry Reid,

proposed by House Speaker John 
Boehner, R-Ohio. Both would be 
spread over a decade. 

It estimates Reid’s plan would 


cut annual economic growth by one- 
fourth of a percentage point through 
September 2015. It estimates Boeh- 
ner’s would shave annual growth by 
a tenth of a point over the same peri- 
od. Neither of those is huge. But eco- 
nomic growth has already slowed 
to its weakest since the recession 
ended two years ago. 

Federal Reserve Chairman Ben 
Bernanke and other economists 
agree that cutting the government’s 
massive debts is critical to the long- 
term health of the U.S. economy. 


Republicans argue the cuts should 
be imposed sooner. 

The gravest outcome, most 
agree, would be failure to reach 
any deal to raise the debt ceiling 
before the government runs out of 
money to pay all its bills. The Trea- 
sury Department says that date is 
Tuesday. Some economists say it 
is several days later. 

Bank of America economists 
said failure to raise the debt ceil- 
ing, “risks throwing the economy 
back into recession.” (ap) 



Spike in Strokes: Stroke numbers have risen in the U.S. among pregnant women and new mothers, proba- 
bly because more of them are obese and suffering from high blood pressure and heart disease, researchers reported 
Thursday in the American Heart Association journal Stroke. Hospitalizations for pregnancy-related strokes and “mini 
strokes" jumped from about 4,100 in 1994-95 to around 6,300 in 2006-07, a 54 percent increase, researchers said, (ap)

Pf c. Naser Abdo’s arrest came after the owners of 
a local gun store —the same store where 2009 Fort 
Hood shootings suspect Maj. Nidal Hasan bought a 
pistol used in the attack— called police. Killeen police 
also learned from a taxi company that Abdo had been 
picked up from a local motel and had visited an Army 
surplus store, where he paid cash for a uniform bear- 
ing Fort Hood unit patches, (ap) 


Army: AWOL soldier 
with weapons stash 
was planning attack 

Killeen, Texas 

An AWOL soldier who had weapons 
stashed in a motel room near Fort 
Hood has admitted to planning an 
attack on the Texas post, where 13 
people died in 2009 in the worst 
mass shooting ever on a U.S. mili- 
tary installation, the Army said in 
an alert issued Thursday. 

Pfc. Naser Abdo, a 21-year-old 
soldier who was granted consci- 
entious objector status this year 
after he said his Muslim beliefs 
prevented him from fighting, was 
arrested Wednesday. Agents found 
firearms and “items that could be 
identified as bomb -making com- 
ponents, including gunpowder,” in 
his motel room, according to FBI 
spokesman Erik Vasys. 


The Army alert says Killeen 
police arrested Abdo after a tip 
from the owners of a gun shop said 
Abdo “was in possession of a large 
quantity of ammunition, weapons 
and a bomb inside a backpack.” 

Officials have not offered 
details about Abdo’s possible inten- 
tions. The infantry soldier from 
Fort Campbell, Ky., whose home- 
town is Garland, Texas, applied for 
conscientious objector status last 
year. A military review board rec- 
ommended this spring that he be 


separated from the Army. 

But the discharge was delayed 
after Abdo was charged with pos- 
sessing child pornography. An Arti- 
cle 32 military hearing last month 
recommended Abdo be court-mar- 
tialed; he went absent without leave 
during the July 4 weekend. 

Vasys said the FBI would 
charge Abdo with possessing 
bomb-making components and 
he would be transferred from 
Killeen police into federal custody.

U.S.: Iran Linked 
To Al-Qaeda 
Offshoot Group 

Washington 

The Obama administration accused 
Iran on Thursday of entering into 
a “secret deal” with an al- Qaeda 
offshoot that provides money and 
recruits for attacks in Afghani- 
stan and Pakistan. The Treasury 
Department designated six mem- 
bers of the unit as terrorists sub- 
ject to U.S. sanctions. 

The announcement was made 
despite disagreements in the U.S. 
intelligence community about the 
extent of direct links between Iran 
and al-Qaeda. Most analysts agree 
there is at least some cooperation 
between the two. (ap)

Mogadishu, Somalia 

African Union troops battled with 
militants Thursday to clear space 
for aid groups bringing in food 
supplies after intelligence reports 
showed insurgents reinforcing for 
a possible attack on squalid camps 
of famine refugees. 

Heavy fighting erupted between 
the government side and territory 
held by al-Shabab, Somalia’s dom- 
inant militant group. At least six 
people were killed.

to deliver. Unfortunately, al-Shabab 
has been bent on ensuring this aid 
does not reach the people,” said Lt. 
Col. Paddy Ankunda, a spokesman 
for the AU force. 

The offensive, he said, was to 


ensure the city streets are safe for 
aid groups to get humanitarian 
supplies to the more than 20,000 
famine refugees that have arrived 
in Mogadishu this month alone. 

Ankunda added that al-Shabab 
has sent 300 reinforcement fighters 
to Mogadishu in recent days. 

Al-Shabab’s decision last week 
to no longer allow aid groups to 
operate in areas under militant con- 
trol has denied aid to hundreds of 
thousands of Somalis, he said. 

Refugees have said militants 
already killed men who tried to flee 
Somalia. The World Food Program, 
which estimates that more than 
11.3 million need aid in East Afri- 
ca, says it cannot reach 2.2 million 
Somalis due to the instability, (ap)

S. Korea: Mines Possibly 
Displaced by Mudslides 


Seoul, South Korea 

South Korea’s military warned 
Thursday that buried land mines 
may have slid down mountains 
eroded by flooding rains this week 
as the death toll from the torrential 
downpours rose to at least 57. 

Massive rainfall since Tuesday 
has disrupted life in Seoul and sur- 
rounding areas, submerging streets 
and flooding subway stations. 

The Korea Meteorological 
Administration said that Wednes- 
day’s rainfall in Seoul of 12 inches 
was the biggest one-day amount in 
the capital since 1998 and the third 
highest ever. More rain was fore- 
cast until Friday morning. 

The Defense Ministry warned

The Taliban claimed respon- 
sibility, saying six suicide bomb- 
ers conducted the attacks, which 
targeted the governor of Uruzgan 
province and a power broker there,

Long-term team chemistry was at risk. 
And with his assistants and veterans 
watching, Shanahan scored big. 

He showed them he could put aside 
his ego if that’s what a bad situation 
requires. He conceded that his pres- 
ence alone no longer may be enough 
to make everyone conform. Shanahan 
again stirred confidence, much of which 
was lost during last season’s 6-10 deba- 
cle, that the overall good of the fran- 
chise is his primary focus. 

That’s another reason sanity need- 
ed to prevail with regard to Haynes- 
worth. Shanahan is trying to remake a 
roster that has finished last or tied for 
last four of the past five seasons. 

He’s attempting to acquire quali- 
ty offensive linemen, hoping to ease 
quarterback John Beck’s transition in 
an unfamiliar starting role. Shanah- 
an is pursuing defensive playmakers, 
acknowledging coordinator Jim Has- 


lett needs better tools to effectively 
run the 3-4 defense essential in Sha- 
nahan’s plan to restore Washington to 
prominence. 

Hoping to accomplish so much in 
such a small window, Shanahan has 
no more time to waste on making a 
point about who’s in charge. After more 
than a year, everyone gets it now. This 
is Shanahan’s show. 

In many ways, Shanahan’s battle 
with Haynesworth was symbolic of a 
fight for the soul of the franchise. Trad- 
ing Haynesworth shuts the door on an 
era that usually produced big headlines 
during free agency but little progress 
on the field. 

I still have doubts about Shanah- 
an’s three-year vision to get the team 
rolling again, but he has shown a lot 
by putting the future of the franchise 
first. And for that, Shanahan deserves 
no criticism, (the Washington post)

Riders test new rail 
car seating ahead of 
7000 series rollout 


Washington 

Sit your bottom here, please. 

That was pretty much the call 
of researchers for Metro Wednes- 
day evening at Metro Center, as 
they asked riders to try out poten- 
tial seats for the new 7000 series 
rail cars. 

Metro is in the design phase 
of the new rail cars and has been 
seeking input from riders on how 
the interior of the new cars should 
look. 

Officials have tested five interi- 
or designs with riders, train oper- 
ators and advisory council mem- 
bers to get feedback on a range of 
options — including color schemes, 
flooring and where to place hand- 
holds and other amenities. 

On Wednesday, researchers ran- 
domly asked riders to step behind 
a black curtain and sit in the new 
seats. Riders were asked about the 
seat height, the lumbar support, 
the color and the texture of the 
vinyl on the proposed seats, and 
given a Metro card worth $5 for 
participating. 

Bob Schmid of Ballston said 
he thought it was great Metro was 
taking the time to ask riders their 
opinions. 

“One of them looks like you can 
tell it’s clean by the upholstery,” he 
said. “The other one looked like 
you couldn’t tell if it was clean 
or dirty.”

Hot ’Hood 

If you walk just a few blocks south of the 
National Mall and pass underneath a 
bustling expressway overpass, you’ll soon 
arrive in a peaceful neighborhood with more 
greenery and stunning views of the Potomac 
than you’ll find in most other parts of the 
city. This is the Southwest Waterfront, one 
of many District enclaves in the midst of 
a transformation, spurred by revitalized 
interest in the area’s residential, retail and 
commercial developments. 

Located alongside the Potomac River 
in the city’s southwest quadrant, the 
neighborhood extends south from Interstate 
395 to Fort McNair at P Street SW and 
stretches east to South Capitol Street SE. 

Resident Jodi McCarthy, 46, had been 
living in Dupont Circle when she first visited 
Southwest Waterfront a decade ago. “When 
I came out of the Metro [at the Waterfront- 
SEU station], it was all those trees and open 
spaces,” she says. “It was just so different 
from anyplace else in downtown D.C. I was 
drawn to it.” 

Fellow resident Misha Chernousov, 28, also 
appreciates the area’s tranquil atmosphere. “It’s 
a quiet neighborhood,” says Chernousov, who 
works for the U.S. Labor Department. “It’s in 
direct contrast with the downtown right next 
to it, which is busy and bustling.”

Prices for a one- 
bedroom condo in Southwest 
Waterfront usually range from

Waterfront. In addition to baseball 
fans. Southwest is attractive to 
federal workers. “It’s easy access 
to all the downtown agencies,” 
Pointer says. 

Residents brag about the area’s 
hidden gems, including its little- 
known statue memorializing 
victims of the sinking of the 
RMS Titanic where P Street 
meets the water, and what renter 
Amy Hudson calls “the perfect 
neighborhood bar.” 

That would be Cantina Marina 
(600 Water St. SW), a neighborhood 
landmark with a porch for dining 
that stretches out over the Potomac. 
In a city as staid as Washington, 
Cantina Marina offers a surprising 
dose of Jimmy Buffett casualness, 
not to mention an unbeatable 
vista. 

The waterfront itself, a 
boardwalk that stretches north 
from Cantina Marina to the 
famous Maine Avenue Fish Market 
(1100 Maine Ave. SW), is dotted 
with private piers and a handful 
of seafood restaurants. There’s 
even a “liveaboard” community of 
more than a hundred people who 
reside permanently on houseboats 
in the Potomac. 

But as far as waterfronts go. 
Southwest’s doesn’t offer much

Unfortunately, some of those 
experiments — such as razing 
the street along the waterfront, 
which effectively destroyed the 
African-American community 
there — proved disastrous. The 
neighborhood has been fighting 
to regain its former spirit ever 
since and to combat its decades- 
old notoriety as an unsavory 
place to live. 

But that former reputation 
doesn’t bother modern-day 
residents of the Southwest 
Waterfront, who seem content 
for their neighborhood to remain 
under the radar, if only for a little 
bit longer. As Anderson says, 
“It’s, I think, the most under- 
appreciated neighborhood in D.C.”

“RUN MY MAKEOVER” HOST, DESIGN DAREDEVIL 


On HGTV’s new show “Run My 
Makeover” (Sat., 8 a.m.), host Alexi 
Panos doesn’t just have to deal with 
homeowners’ design dreams when 
making over spaces. She also has 
to take into consideration the opin- 
ions of the American public, since 
it gets to play designer and vote on 
project components (lighting, floor- 
ing, paint colors). We spoke with 
the one-time model and co-founder 
of the nonprofit E.P.I.C. (Everyday 
People Initiating Change) to learn 
more about what happens when 
viewers get to call the shots. 

Mow’d you get into design? 

My father has had many jobs, but 
one was an architect. When he 
built our house, I was there every 
day and loved seeing the founda- 
tion laid and seeing all of the piec- 
es come in. It excited me because 


I saw the project start from noth- 
ing, basically an idea on paper, and 
saw it turn into something that I 
lived in and grew up in. 

Any favorite design advice 
you’ve learned over the years? 

People are wary of trusting them- 
selves. They say they can’t do it. 
But your home is an extension of 
yourself, so I tell them to go with 
their instincts, and if they’re feel- 
ing overwhelmed to start small. An 
inspiration piece is how I start any 
project, whether it be a piece of jew- 
elry or an item of clothing. 

“Run My Makeover" gives 
viewers a lot of control over the 
design of the space. Are there 
any risks in doing that? 

The people whose homes we’re 
taking over are stuck; they’re in 


a place where they have no idea 
what to do with the space. The pro- 
cess between the homeowners and 
myself is about gaining their trust 
and teaching them that it’s OK to 
mix and match.

Have any of the homeowners 
hated the finished product? 

All of the homeowners have been at 
least somewhat OK with it. There 
have been issues with some of the 
choices selected, where the home- 
owners hate it. But at the end of the 
day, with all the other little piec- 
es coming together, they get the 
picture. I think the lesson they’re 
being shown is to open their minds 
to things they’re not used to. 

Are you noticing any trends when 
it comes to what voters seem to 
be gravitating toward? 

I was expecting the voting to stay 
pretty conservative. But it’s often 
been neck and neck with the really 
conservative option and the risky 
item. That speaks to where we’re 
at. Everyone is into these personal- 
ity pieces or statement pieces, like 
having one thing in the room that 
doesn’t make sense or doesn’t quite 
fit that makes the room yours. 

Does this mean that Americans 
will be able to design their own 
spaces from now own? 

Americans have all the capabilities 
in the world to design. The 3 A’ve been 
watching HGTV for years! And if 
they’re anything like me, they’ve 
learned so much from the program-

After you’ve scooped your base (pineap- 
ple sorbet for a twist on the old upside-down- 
er, vanilla to start an apple pie creation), get 
layering. Both the toppings you’d expect at 
Cold Stone Creamery (candies, fruit purees, 
Oreo chunks) and things from the liquor 
cart (Baileys Irish Cream, boozy cherries) 
add flavor. 

Texture is as almost as important as sauce 
(and both create a nice contrast with the cool, 
smooth wallop of ice cream). A Southerner, 
Kujala favors pecans for crunch. At Birch & 
Barley (1337 14th St. NW; 202-567-2576), pas- 
try chef Tiffany Macisaac bakes granola to 
mix into vanilla ice cream and uses season- 
al fruits and veggies. “In the next few weeks, 
the menu will change to a blueberry focus,” 
Macisaac says. “My favorite is sweet corn ice 
cream with popped blueberries. You heat the 
blueberries in a touch of sugar and lemon juice 
until they start to pop.” She also sells her ice 
creams at the new Buzz in Ballston (8l8 N. 
Quincy St., Arlington; 703-650-9676). 

And while squeezing out a gusher of Her- 
shey’s chocolate sauce is easy, home- 
made ones taste better and can be 
whipped together as quickly as a 
teenager could devour a Vermon- 
ster (Ben & Jerry’s 20-scoop sun- 
dae). Brown loves marshmallow 
sauce, which she puts togeth- 
er in about 15 minutes using 
a mix that includes corn syrup, 
sugar and egg whites. And if you 
must go store-bought, try organic 
versions such as Ricemellow Creme at 
Whole Foods, and then tart them up with cit- 
rus zest or espresso powder. Chocolate shops 
such as Biagio (1904 l8th St. NW; 202-328- 
1506) also sell upscale sauces. 

In the end, sundaes should reduce you to 
the sort of anything-goes attitude you had 
as a child, when globbing a million choc- 
olate chips and a gallon of caramel sauce 
over some fudge ripple spelled heaven. “I’d 
even try a take on a Frosty with fries,” muses 
Macisaac. “Maybe malted milk chocolate ice 
cream topped with potato chips or some- 
thing really salty and crunchy.” 

That’d surely scandalize those who tried to 
demonize ice cream years ago. erin hartigan

Steve Carell seems to be making a 
bid to be the next Tom Hanks, which 
makes sense but is also fraught with 
danger. In recent years, Hanks has 
deigned to accept only roles that 
cast him as a paragon of integrity 
and soft-spoken heroism, shrewdly 
pruning his on-screen myth while 
carefully maintaining a persona of 
utter guilelessness. 

Carell teeters on the brink of the 
same kind of self-congratulatory 
career-molding in “Crazy, Stupid,

What ensues is the kind of 
smooth, fitfully funny, finely 
machined romantic comedy that is 
expertiy calibrated to hit all the rom- 
com happy places. Cal and Jacob 
make an appealing bromantic cou- 
ple, with Gosling especially allur- 
ing as a lithe, self-regarding tomcat. 
Although “Crazy, Stupid, Love” is 
nominally about Cal, its best scenes 
feature sex-on-a-stick Gosling, espe- 
cially when Jacob meets a lawyer 
named Hannah (Emma Stone), 
who may be the first woman with 
immunity to his charms. 

It would be dishonest to say 
there’s no humor or outright plea- 
sure to be had in “Crazy, Stupid, 
Love.” But with its contrived set- 
ups, preposterous coincidences and 
calculated sentimentalism, “Crazy, 
Stupid, Love” seems beamed from 
the same alternate reality as “Larry 
Crowne” (directed by and starring 
none other than Tom Hanks).
